The prior art fails to anticipate or properly render obvious a hydraulic distributor 
including a slide controlling fluid flow to and from a hydraulic receiver, which slide 
entirely contains, in addition to two non return valves, two secondary non return valves 
fluidly connected upstream of the non return valves, the secondary non return valves 
being connected to the bore in which the slide moves by slits, the slits being connected 
to a supply bridge in at least one position of the slide.
